(1 ) The Head and the Treasurer of the Corporation are hereby authorized on behalf of the Corporation to 
borrow from time to time, by way of promissory note, from Bank of Montreal, a sum or sums not exceeding in 

the aggregate OriP Mi 1 1 inn XX dollars 

to meet, until the taxes are collected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for the y«R including the 
amounts required for the purposes mentioned in subsection (1) of the said Section 189, and to give, on behalf of 
the Corporation, to the Bank a promissory note or notes, sealed with the corporate seal and signed by them for 

the moneys so borrowed with interest at a rate not exceeding per centum per annum, which may be 

paid in advance or otherwise. 



(2) All sums borrowed from the said Bank, for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 
189, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current 
year and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are received. 
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(3) The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant 
to the authority of this By-law, as well as all other sums borrowed in this year and any previous years, from the said 
Bank for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 189, together with interest thereon, all of the 
moneys hereafter collected or received on account or realized in respect of the taxes levied for the current year 
and preceding years and all of the moneys collected or received from any other source, which may lawfully be 
applied for such purpose.

WHEREAS the Cemeteries Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 59, and 
amendments thereto, set out their duties and powers of local boards 

AND WHEREAS By-law Number 352-80 enacted the 6th day of 

August, 1980, activated the existing Plattsville Cemetery and 

the recent enlargement by establishing an advisory board to manage 

the cemeteries affairs. 

AND WHEREAS Council deems it expedient and necessary that a 
revised by-law be enacted to provide for the appointment of members 
to serve on the Plattsville Cemetery Board as well as providing 
uniformity with respect to the duties of the Board in relation to 
more recently enacted by-laws involving municipal cemeteries. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That the management and care of the said cemetery be placed 
in the hands of a board, which shall be known as the 
Plattsville Cemetery Board. 

2. The said board shall be appointed, by resolution, by the 
Council of the Corporation as follows: 

2.1 One (1) member of the Council of the Corporation. 

2.2 A Minimum of Two ( 2 ) and a Maximum of Six (6) residents 
of the said Municipality who are qualified to be elected 
as members of the Council. 

3. The members of the said board shall hold office for the same 
term as the members of Council, and shall be appointed by the 
Council at their Inaugural Council meeting, or as soon 
thereafter as is expedient, with the members so appointed 

to hold office until their successors shall have been 
appointed, provided that all such members shall hold office 
at the pleasure of the Council. 

4. In case of vacancy in the said Board by removal, resignation 
or death or any other cause whatsoever, of any of the 
appointed members of the Board during their term of office, 
the Municipal Council will appoint a person to fill the 
vacancy created. 

5. The Board shall have and may exercise within the Municipality 
all the powers and perform all the duties of a Municipal 
Council with respect to the said Cemetery. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Cemetery Board and they shall 
have power: 

6.1 To appoint a Chairperson and a Secretary-Treasurer to 
the Board, and the Board is authorized to pay the 
Secretary-Treasurer such salary for his or her services 
as the Board shall deem just and right. 

6.2 To appoint a caretaker to the Cemetery and to outline 
duties of same, and the Board is authorized to pay the 
Caretaker of such salary for his or her services as the 
board shall deem just and right. 

6.3 To fix the time and place of meetings of the Board, and 
the mode of calling and conducting such meetings. 

6.4 To see that a true and correct account is kept of the 
proceedings of the meetings. 
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6.5 To carry out and enforce all By-laws, rules and 
regulations relating to the Cemetery which may hereafter 
be passed. 

6.6 To submit all accounts, books, vouchers and other 
documents to be audited by the Municipal Auditors at 
the same time and under the same conditions which 
apply to other Municipal Audits. 

6.7 To submit to the Council of the said Corporation a 
statement of the financial dealings of the said Board 
for the past twelve months up to and including the 
31st day of December of the same year. 

6.8 To transfer all monies heretofore and hereafter received 
for the perpetual care of lots or of the cemetery to 
the Municipal Treasurer to be invested in Trustee 
securities as set out in Sections 27 and 28 of the 
Cemeteries Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 59, and amendments 
thereto. 

7. Nothing in this By-law or Amendments thereto shall be a 
contravention of the Cemeteries Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 59, 
and amendments thereto. 

8. By-law Number 352-80, enacted the 6th day of August, 1980, 
being a By-law to establish an advisory board to the 
Plattsville Cemetery and outline their duties is hereby 
repealed. 

9. By-law Number 798-89, enacted the 19th day of April, 1989, 
being a by-law to appoint the members to serve on the 
Plattsville Cemetery Board is hereby repealed.

Being a By-law to assume the assets of the Trustees of the 
Princeton Cemetery and establish the boundaries of the existing 
Princeton Cemetery. 

WHEREAS the trustees of the Princeton Cemetery have agreed 
to transfer all of its assets to the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim in the County of Oxford, assuming the 
management, maintenance and control of the assets and continuing 
the maintenance of the cemetery to the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim in accordance with provisions of the 
Cemeteries Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 59, and the Regulations 
pertaining thereto. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. Upon the Trustees of the Princeton Cemetery conveying to the 
Corporation of the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim all of its 
assets which comprises what is known as the Cemetery in the 
Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim, the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim hereby agrees to accept the 
said assets and agrees to assume the management, maintenance 
and control of the said assets including any liabilities of 
the said board, all in accordance with the provisions of the 
Cemeteries Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 59. 

2. All property being conveyed to the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim, being Part of Lots 14 and 15, 
Concession 1 (former Blenheim), more particularly described 
as PART 1 of Reference Plan 41R-4604. 

3. The perpetual care fund presently being held by The Corporatior 
of the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim is confirmed in the 
amount of $29, 100.00, being held as trust company certificates, 
which amount shall continue to be invested by the Corporation 
under the direction of the Treasurer of the Corporation of 
the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim. 

4. The operating fund being transferred to The Corporation of 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim is in the amount of 
$21, 282 .64 , as of December 31st, 1991, being cash, deposited 
in a Chequable Savings Account and Term Certificates at the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce in Princeton. 

5. The Council of the Corporation of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim hereby accepts a deed from the Trustees of the 
Princeton Cemetery to effect conveyance of PART 1 of a 
Reference Plan deposited in the Registry Division of Oxford 
(No. 41) as 41R-4604, to the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim, being lands hereinafter referred to as 
the "PRINCETON CEMETERY" , together with a Right of Way over 
those parts of said Lots 14 and 15 designated as PART 2 of 
Reference Plan 41R-4604 and as detailed in Registered 
Instrument No. B29901.

provided that the member shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the Council. 

4. In case of vacancy in the said Board by removal, resignation 
or death or any other cause whatsoever, of the appointed 
member of the Board during his or her term of office, the 
Municipal Council will appoint a person to fill the vacancy 
created. 

5. The Board shall have and may exercise within the Municipality 
all the powers and perform all the duties of a Municipal 
Council with respect to the said Cemetery. 
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6. It shall be the duty of the Cemetery Board and they shall 
have power: 

6.1 To appoint a Chairperson and a Secretary-Treasurer to 
the Board, and the Board is authorized to pay the 
Secretary-Treasurer such salary for his or her services 
as the Board shall deem just and right.

Being a By-law to establish an Interim Tax Levy for the 
year 1992. 

The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, Section 156 and 
amendments thereto, provides the authority for Council to levy 
an interim rate on the whole of the assessment for real property 
and business assessments according to the last revised assessment 
roll. 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all real property and business assessments respectively for 
public school supporters. 

The 1991 Residential Public Mill Rate was 347.18; and the 
1991 Business Public Mill Rate was 408.46. 

The Council deems it ncessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 
after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted. 

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. An Interim Levy of 131 Mills shall be imposed on all 

residential real property. 

2. An Interim Levy of 153 Mills shall be imposed on all 

commercial real property. 

3. An Interim Levy of 153 Mills shall be imposed on all 

business assessments. 

4. Local improvement charges commencing in 1992 for municipal 

drainage debenture loans and tile drainage debenture 
loans, shall have 1/3 of the total due for the year 
placed on the interim tax bill. All other Local 
Improvement charges that were placed on the interim 
bill in previous years shall continue to be charged. 
The Plattsville Drain 1991 assessment charge shall be 
levied and collected on the interim roll. Drain 
maintenance charges billed and unpaid shall be 
collected on the interim roll. 

5. The Interim Levy shall be due in whole (one payment) on or 

before March 26th, 1992. 

6. By-law Number 861-91, enacted the 6th day of February, 1991, 

is hereby repealed.

Being a By-law to restrict the Weight of Vehicles passing over 
Two (2) overhead railway bridge structures in the Township. 

WHEREAS the Highway Traffic Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter H.8, 
Section 123, Subsection (2), and amendments thereto, provides that: 

"The Municipal Corporation or other authority having jurisdiction over a 
bridge may by by-law approved by the Ministry limit the gross vehicle 
weight of any vehicle or any class thereof passing over such a bridge, 
and the requirements of subsection (1) with respect to the posting up 
of notice apply thereto," 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to limit the weight of 
vehicles passing over bridges in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
based on a report contained in a letter dated Janaury 17, 1992, 
as prepared by J. A. Bond, P.Eng., of the System Engineering, Bridges 
and Structures division of Canadian National. 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal Council of The Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. No vehicle or combination of vehicles or any class thereof 
whether empty or loaded, shall be operated over the bridge 
situate on the Road Allowance between Lots 6 and 7, in the 
1st Concession (Former Blenheim); Structure No. 42; M.T.O. 
Site No. 23-328; where the gross weight of such vehicle or 
combination of vehicles or any class thereof exceeds - 

Ten (10) TONNES for a Single Vehicle 

Fifteen (15) TONNES for a Combination of Two Vehicles 

Twenty (20) TONNES for a Combination of Three Vehicles 

2. No vehicle or combination of vehicles or any class thereof 
whether empty or loaded, shall be operated over the bridge 
situate on the Road Allowance between Lots 18 and 19, in the 
1st Concession (Former Blenheim); Structure No. 48; M.T.O. 
Site No. 23-324; where the gross weight of such vehicle or

2. The Owner agrees to provide, and/or to provide for, drainage 
works for the affected lots as follows: 



a) The Owner agrees to grade the lots as shown on the 
approved plans. 

b) The Owner agrees to grade the County Road boulevard and 
the Cuthbertson Street boulevard as shown on the approved 
plans. 

c) The Owner agrees to construct extensions to both the 
Bright-Hewitt Drainage Works and the Gof f Drainage Works 
as shown on the approved plans.

d) The Owner agrees to install 375mm dia. (15") culverts under 
the driveways for two of the lots. 

e) The Owner agrees to Install a perforated buried pipe to 
allow for detention of increased drainage waters into the 
Goff Drainage Works as shown on the approved plans. 

f) The Owner agrees that if, in the opinion of the Township 
Engineer, a problem arises with respect to drainage, the 
Owner will petition for a Municipal Drain Improvement and 
agrees to pay the cost as assessed to it in the drainage 
report . 

g) The Owner agrees to advise each purchaser of the three lots 
that they will be responsible to pay the costs of any 
assessment made to them in a drainage report pursuant to the 
Drainage Act. 

h) The Owner agrees to petition to have the extensions to the 
Goff Drain and the Bright-Hewitt Drain brought into the 
scheme of the two drains by means of a Drainage Engineer's 
report pursuant to Section 4 of the Drainage Act and to pay 
the costs associated thereof. 

3. The Owner agrees to provide for construction on each lot and to 
provide for lot grading and drainage as per the plans initialled 
by the Township Engineer and to advise the lot purchasers of 
their obligations in implementing the lot grading plan. 

4. The Owner agrees that the minimum ground floor area for a one 
story building shall be 110 square metres and the minimum ground 
floor area shall be 74 square metres for a building with one and 
a half stories or more provided the gross floor area is not less 
than 110 square metres. 

5 . The Owner agrees to construct a granular driveway from the 
travelled portion of the road, as existing, to the front line of 
each lot using 150mm of Granular B and 150mm of Granular A. The 
Owner further agrees to ensure that each lot purchaser will 
provide a hard surfacing material, either asphalt or paving 
blocks on the granular driveway in accordance with good 
construction practices. The hard surfacing is not to be 
constructed until lot grading and house construction is completed 
and the driveway is to be left in a granular surface until that 
time. The Owner further agrees to install the 375mm diameter 
culverts underneath the two westerly driveways and to the grades 
shown on the approved plans. 

6 . The Owner agrees to install a street light on the pole in front 
of the westerly lot and such light standard is to be identical 
with respect to appearance and intensity to the existing street 
lights in front of the other lots and to the approval of the 
Township. 

7 . The Owner and the Township agree that reconstruction of 
Cuthbertson Street in full or in part and as shown on the 
approved plan may occur at any time in front of the three lots. 
If such is undertaken it is expected that the north edge of 
asphalt pavement will be a minimum of 5.25 metres south of the 
south edge of the lots, and that the existing poles and light 
standards will be relocated from their present location. The 
road construction may involve a road with a six and one half 
(6.5) metre width of asphalt with a one decimal two (1.2) metre 
wide sidewalk or an eight (8) metre wide width of asphalt. 

8. The Owner agrees that private water supply and septic disposal 
systems to the satisfaction of the Oxford County Board of Health 
and to the Ministry of Environment where applicable will be 
provided. Further to this, the following shall apply i 

i) the septic disposal system design for each lot must be 
approved by the Oxford County Board of Health. Ho building 
permit will be issued unless the applicant has the required 
"Certificate of Approval" from the Health Unit. 
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ii) a private water supply system shall be a well constructed on 
each property in accordance with Oxford County Board of 
Health and Ministry of Environment Guidelines and Policies. 

iii) the Owner agrees to advise each purchaser of the affected 
lots that if at any time a municipal water system should be 
constructed in Bright, that all lots shall be required to 
disconnect from the water supply provided pursuant to this 
agreement and to connect to such new municipal system and to 
pay all costs levied for such municipal Bystem pursuant to 
an approved municipal bylaw. 

9. The Owner agreeB to provide for the future construction of a 
concrete sidewalk along Cuthbertson Street, the estimated cost of 
which is Five Thousand, Pour Hundred and Seventy Five Dollars 
(55,475) if the Township determines such ia required. At this 
time, the Township has not determined if a sidewalk is necessary. 

10. All work is to be in accordance with the approved servicing plans 
and in accordance with the site plane to be prepared for each 
property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to 
waive or rescind any term or condition contained in this 
agreement provided that Bitch condition is waived or rescinded by 
resolution of Council. 

11. The Owner agrees that the services on the road allowances (light 
standard installation, catchbasin and storm pipe installation, 
detention pipe installation, laneway culvert installation and 
boulevard regrading) will be provided as per the plans controlled 
by the Township Engineer. 



12. The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of 
their obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved 
plans will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall 
provide that driveways and septic systems and houses shall 
generally be in the same locations as shown on the overall 
grading plan. The site plans shall show top of foundation wall 
elevations. The site plans shall be prepared by someone 
customarily involved and experienced in such work. Each site 
plan shall be prepared or approved by the Township Engineer prior 
to the issuance of a building permit. A building permit format 
shall be used whereby the Owner shall not receive permission to 
frame until the foundation has been certified. The Owner shall 
have the completed foundation reviewed and certified by an 
Ontario Land Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall show 
such certification to the Township. Once building construction 
and lot grading in complete on the lot, including a driveway, the 
Owner or lot purchaser shall have the Township Engineer review 
the site and issue a lot grading certificate. To ensure that the 
lot purchaser constructs acceptable lot grading and driveway, the 
Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or certified 
cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This deposit 
shall be returned, without interest and less the costs of the 
Township Engineer's involvement with site plans and site review, 
any foundation certification works, upon the Township Engineer's 
certification of lot grading and driveway construction and shall 
only be returned if any damages to existing services such as the 
County Road are attended to. If there is any default in 
attending to repair of damages, to construction of driveways, to 
finishing of boulevards or to lot grading, the Township, to the 
extent necessary, may use any part of or all of the deposit to 
attend to such. Based on a one time review of the site plan, a 
one time review of the Foundation Certificate and a one time 
review of lot grading and driveway work, the estimated cost of 
the Township Engineer will be $250.00. If the Township Engineer 
prepares the site plan and does the survey work for the 
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foundation, an additional cost of $250 per lot will be involved. 
The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs. 
Secondly the balance, $1,000, is to be released upon completion 
of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and 
subject to repairs being made and less the final Engineer's costs 
as described in this paragraph. 

13. The Owner agrees to insure that a sum of Seven Hundred Dollars 
($700) per lot as a deposit for cash in lieu of parkland a is put 
into the reserve funds of the Township for parkland purposes. 

14. The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

15. It is understood and agreed that after thiB Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until the 3 lots have been developed and accepted. 

16. The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner including but not limited to 
the provisions of Paragraph 8 of this agreement shall run with 
the land and shall be binding upon them and upon their heirs, 
executors, administrators, successors and assigns as owners and 
occupiers of the said lands from time to time and shall be 
appurtenant to the adjoining roadway in the ownership of the 
County. Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot 
purchaser shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as 
they relate to work on the applicable lot and with respect to 
finishing of driveways and boulevards. 

18. The Township and Owner hereby agree to pay all engineering and 
legal costs incurred by the Owner and Township for the 
preparation and supervision and enforcement of this agreement. 

19. The Township Engineer shall inspect the installation and 
construction of the works from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plans and 
specifications or in accordance with good engineering practice, 
he shall advise the Owner and Township.

Being a By-law to impose Development Charges. 

WHEREAS Subsection 3(1) of the Development Charges Act , 1989 
enables a Municipal Council to pass by-laws for the imposition of 
development charges against land if the development of the land 
would increase the need for services and where the development 
requires certain enumerated municipal actions. 

AND WHEREAS Subsections 6(5) and (6) of the Development 
Charges Act 1989 provide that the Council shall conduct a review 
of the development charges policies of the Township and hold at 
lease one public meeting to ensure that adequate information is 
made available to the public before passing a new development 
charge by-law; 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim 
retained Marshall, Macklin and Monaghan to prepare a Development 
Charges Study and held a public information meeting to review the 
study and the development charges policies on November 6, 1991. 

AND WHEREAS Subsection 165(3) of the Municipal Act which 
applies with necessary modification to a by-law passed under the 
Development Charges Act , 1989 provides that a consolidated account 
may be kept for reserve funds rather than a separate account, where 
authorized by by-law. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim hereby enacts as follows: 

Definitions: 

1. In this By-law, 

(a) "Apartment" means any residential building containing 
five or more dwelling units where the residential units 
are connected by an interior corridor, 

(b) "County" means the Corporation of the County of Oxford; 

(c) "development" means the construction, erection or 
placing of one or more buildings or structures on land 
or the making of an addition or alteration to a 
building or structure that has the effect or increasing 
the size thereof, and includes redevelopment; 

(d) "development charge" means a charge imposed on the 
development land in accordance with the provisions of 
this by-law; 

(e) "dwelling unit" means one or more habitable rooms 
occupied or capable of being occupied by an individual 
or a family as an independent and separate housekeeping 
establishment in which separate kitchen and sanitary 
facilities are provided for the use of such individual 
or family; 

(f) "grade" means the average level of finished ground 
adjoining a building or structure at all exterior walls; 

(g) "gross floor area" means, 

(i) in the case of a residential building or structure, 
or in the case of a mixed-use building or structure 
with respect to the residential portion thereof, the 
total area of all floors above grade of a dwelling 
unit measured between the outside surfaces of 
exterior walls or between the outside surfaces of 
exterior walls and the centre line of party walls 
dividing the dwelling unit from another dwelling 
unit or other portion of a building;

in the case of a non-residential building or 
structure, or in the case of a mixed-used building 
or structure in respect of the non-residential 
portion thereof, the total area of all building 
floors above or below grade measured between the 
outside surfaces of the exterior walls, or between 
the outside surfaces of exterior walls and the centre 
line of party walls dividing a non-residential use 
and a residential use, except those areas used 
exclusively for: electrical or mechanical space, 
elevator shafts and elevator penthouses, common areas 
or indoor shopping malls, parking garages or 
structures; 

(h) "local board" means a public utility commission, 

transportation commission, public library board, board 
of park management, local board of health, board of 
commissioner of police, planning board, or any other 
board, commission, committee, body or local authority 
established or exercising any power or authority under 
any general or special Act with respect to any of the 
affairs or purposes of the Township or the County; 

(i) "multiple building" means any residential building 
containing more than two dwelling units where the 
residential units are not connected by an interior 
corridor and includes triplexes, quadplexes and 
townhouses; 

(j) "non-residential uses" includes land used for commercial, 
institutional, and industrial uses and any uses which are 
not residential; 

(k) "owner" means the owner of land or a person who has made 
application for an approval for the development of land 
upon which a development charge is imposed; 

(1) "residential uses" include land used for single detached 
dwellings; semi-detached dewellings, multiple and 
apartment uses; 

(m) "semi-detached dwelling" means a dwelling unit in a 

residential building consisting of two dwelling units 
having one vertical wall or one horizontal wall, but no 
other parts, attached to another dwelling unit where the 
residential units are not connected by an interior 
corridor; 

(n) "services" means services designated in this by-law; 

(o) "Township" means the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandf ord-Blenheim in the County of Oxford; 

(p) "single detached dwelling" means a residential building 
consisting of one dwelling unit that is not attached to 
another structure; 

(q) "Treasurer" means the Treasurer of the Township or 
his/her designate. 

Designated Services 

2. For the purposes of this by-law the following are the 

designated services provided by the Township for which a 
development charge is imposed: 

(a) administration; 

(b) parks and recreation; 

(c) roads

3. (1) The development charge shall be as set in Schedule "A" 

and shall be imposed on all land, buildings or structures 
used for residential uses or non-residential uses within 
the geographic boundaries of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim and an owner shall pay the development charge 
to the Treasurer when a development would increase the 
need for services and the development requires: 

(a) the passing of a zoning by-law under Section 34 
of the Planning Act, 1983 ; 

(b) the approval of a minor variance under Section 44 
of the Planning Act , 1983 ; 

(c) the conveyance of land to which a by-law under 
Subsection 49(1) of the Planning Act, 1983 applies; 

(d) the approval of a plan of subdivision under Section 
50 of the Planning Act, 1983; 

(e) a consent under Section 52 of the Planning Act, 1983 ; 

(f) the approval of a description under Section 50 of 
the Condominium Act ; 

(g) the issuance of a building permit under the Building 
Code Act ; 

(2) Where one or more of the actions set out in subsection 1 
are required for a development one development charge 
shall be payable. 

(3) When two or more of the actions set out in subsection 1 
occur at different times and the subsequent action would 
result in an increase in the need for services then an 
additional development charge would be payable. 

Exemptions to a Development Charge 



4. (1) No development charge shall be imposed where one or more 
of the actions set out in subsection 3(1) have the 
effect of: 

(a) permitting the enlargement of an existing dwelling 
unit; or 

(b) creating one or two additional dwelling units in an 
existing single detached dwelling with a total gross 
floor area less than the gross floor area of the 
existing dwelling unit; or 

(c) creating one additional dwelling unit in an existing 
dwelling unit other than a single detached dwelling 
referred to in paragraph (b) above, that has a gross 
floor area less than the gross floor area of the 
existing dwelling unit if it is a semi detached and 
less than the gross floor area of the smallest 
dwelling unit in any other residential building. 

(2) No development charge shall be imposed where: 

(a) local services are installed at the owner's expense 

(i) within a plan of subdivision as a condition 
of approval under Section 50 of the Planning 
Act, 1983 ;

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Agreements 

6. Notwithstanding the provisions of this by-law, an owner and 
the Township may enter into an agreement respecting the timing 
of the payment of a development charge, or a portion thereof, 
or for the provison of services in lieu of the payment of all 
or any portion of a development charge in accordance with the 
provisions of subsection (4), (8) or (9) of Section 9 of the 
Development Charges Act, 1989 and the terms of such agreement 
shall then prevail over the provision of this by-law. 

Payment 

7. Payment of the development charge shall be made to the 
Treasurer in cash or by certified cheque. 

Refund of Development Charge 

8. Where there is a refund required to be paid under this by-law 
it shall be paid without interest. 

Credits 

9. Where an existing development is demolished and the site is 
redeveloped within 24 months, the development charge that 
would have applied to the existing development had it been 
newly constructed shall be credited against the new development 
charge. 

Consolidated Account 

10. Development charge payments received by the Treasurer shall 
be maintained in a separate reserve fund or funds, provided 
that instead of a separate account being kept for each 
reserve fund, a consolidated account may be kept in which 
there may be deposited the moneys raised for all development 
charges established by the Township, but which consolidated 
account shall be so kept that it will be possible to determine 
therefrom the true state of each reserve fund. 

Building Permit Issuance 

11. Where development charges apply, the building permit shall 
not be issued by the Township until proof is provided, 
satisfactory to the Treasurer of the Corporation, that the 
development charge has been paid in full. 

Indexing of Development Charges 

12. The development charges set out in Schedule "A" will be 
indexed semi-annually from the date of the passage of this 
by-law in accordance with the Composite Southam Construction 
Cost Index (Ontario Series). 

Schedules 

13. Schedule "A" Schedule for Residential and Non-Residential 
Development Charges - Township of Blandford-Blenheirn forms 
an integral part of this by-law. 

Effective Date 

14. This by-law comes into force on the day after the date on 
which it is passed. 

Expiry Date 

15. This by-law expires five years after the effective date.

BREMNER CREEK DRAIN 1991 

A by-law to provide for a drainage works in the Township of 
Blandf ord-Blenheim in the Restructured County of Oxford. 

WHEREAS the requisite number of owners have petitioned the 
Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim in the Restructured 
County of Oxford, in accordance with the provisions of the 
Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1980, requesting that the following lands 
and roads be drained by a drainage works: 

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

Part of Lots 7, 8, 9, 10, 12 and 13, Concession 5 (former Blenheim) 

Part of Lots 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13 and 14, Concession 4 (former 

Blenheim) 

Part of Lots 9, 10, 11 and 12, Concessions 3 and 4, and Concessions 
4 and 5 (former Blenheim) 

Part of Oxford County Road No. 3 

AND WHEREAS the estimated cost of constructing the drainage 
works is $56,275.00. 

AND WHEREAS $56,275.00 is the amount to be contributed by 
the municipality for construction of the drainage works. 

AND WHEREAS the Council is of the opinion that the drainage 
of the area is desirable. 

THEREFORE the Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
pursuant to the Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1980 , enacts as follows: 

1. WHEREAS by Order dated the 3rd day of January , 1990 , the 
Ontario Municipal Board granted a bulk approval for the 
construction and maintenance of the Drainage Works in the 
aforesaid municipality and the issuance of debentures in 
connection therewith by the County of Oxford, 

AND WHEREAS the Treasurer of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim has certified to the Council that funds 
can be provided under Board's order for payment of the net 
cost of the works hereinafter described. 

2. The original By-law Number 899-91 received only two (2) 
readings adopting the Engineer's report dated September 20th, 
1991. The Court of Revision resulted in the Report being 
referred back to the Engineer for reconsideration, therefore 

a new by-law is being prepared for the new consideration since 
all cost estimates and several assessments have been amended. 
The original Report dated September 20th, 1991 and the 
revision entitled "Addendum to Bremner Creek Drain 1991" dated 
May 25th, 1992, attached hereto, are hereby adopted and the 
drainage works as therein indicated and set forth are hereby 
authorized and shall be completed in accordance therewith. 

3. (1) The Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 

may borrow on the credit of the Corporation the amount 
of $56,275.00 , being the necessary amount for construction of 
the drainage works . 

(2) The Corporation may arrange for the issue of debentures 

on its behalf for the amount borrowed, less the total 
amount of, 

(a) grants received under Section 85 of the Act; 

(b) commuted payments made in respect of lands and roads 
assessed within the municipality; 

(c) moneys paid under subsection 61(3) of the Act; and 

such debentures shall be made payable within Five (5) years 
from the date of the debenture and shall bear interest at a 
rate to be established at the date of the sale of such 
debentures. 

Cont'd. Page 2 
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The Restructured County of Oxford shall handle the sale of 
such debentures, with interest at the prevailing rates at the 
time of the debenture sale. The Municipality of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim shall make annual payments without 
coupons payable to the Restructured County of Oxford. 


4. A special equal annual rate sufficient to redeem the principal 
and interest on the debentures shall be levied upon the lands 
and roads as set forth in the Schedule to be collected in the 
same manner and at the same time as other taxes are collected 
in each year for Five (5) years after the passing of this 
by-law.

Being a By-law to provide for the sale of certain lands and 
premises, being Part of Lot 1, Concession 10 (Formerly in the 
Township of Blandford), and a portion of Cuthbertson Street in 
Bright to William Maher. 

3 WHEREAS the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, Section 
19X, and amendments thereto, provides the authority for municipal 
Councils to lawfully sell property of the Corporation. 

AND WHEREAS the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, 
Section 315, and amendments thereto, provides the authority for 
municipal Councils to pass by-laws for authorizing the sale of 
a closed highway to abutting owners. 

AND WHEREAS a portion of Cuthbertson Street according to 
Registered Plan No. 210 was stopped up and closed by By-law Number 
927-92, registered as Instrument Number 372182 on June 24, 1992, 
in the Land Registry Office (No. 41) for Oxford. 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim 
at their June 3rd, 1992, regular Council meeting enacted the 
following resolution: 

"Be it Resolved that Council establishes the value of $0.50 per square 
foot for Part 6 of RP 41R-4801, on Cuthbertson Street in Bright; 
Be it Further Resolved that Council retains Part 7 of RP 41R-4801, 
in the event that the County of Oxford wishes to widen County Road 
22 (Main Street)." 

AND WHEREAS Cuthbertson Street was relocated immediately to 
the north of the original Cuthbertson Street as laid out in 
Registered Plan No. 210, with the exception of a small triangle 
parcel described as Part 5 according to Reference Plan 41R-4801, 
being located between the original and new Cuthbertson Street 
intersection with the Main Street (County Road No. 22) in Bright. 

AND WHEREAS William Henry Maher in a letter dated June 23rd, 
1992 agreed to purchase a portion of Cuthbertson Street and the 
surplus lands located between the original and realigned 
Cuthbertson Street at a price of $0.50 per square foot, said

conform with the standards and for requiring property that does 
not conform with the standards to be repaired and maintained to 
conform with the standards.

SHORT TITLE 

This by-law may be cited as "The Property Standards 
By-law". 

DEFINITIONS 

"ACCESSORY" means a use, a building or a structure 
which is located on the same lot, detached from 
the main building and normally incidental and 
subordinate to a main use, building or structure 
therewith. 

"COMMITTEE" means a Property Standards Committee 
made up from Council or Volunteers. 

"COUNCIL" means the Municipal Council of The 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

"CORPORATION" means The Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

"DWELLING HOUSE" means a building occupied or 
capable of being occupied as the home or residence 
of one or more persons, but shall not include a 
travel trailer, a motor home or mobile home as 
defined herein. A dwelling house may include a 
mobile home for the purposes of an accessory 
dwelling house to a farm or a commercial farm in 
the Al or A2 Zones. 

"DWELLING UNIT" means a suite of two or more 
rooms, designed or intended for use by one 
family only, in which sanitary conveniences and 
cooking facilities are provided and which has a 
private entrance either from the outside of the 
building or through a common hallway. 

"FIRE RESISTANCE RATING" means time in hours or 
parts thereof that a material, construction or 
assembly will withstand fire exposure, as 
determined in a fire test made in conformity with 
generally accepted standards, or as determined by 
extension or interpolation of information derived 
therefrom. 

"HABITABLE ROOM" means a room designed for living, 
sleeping, eating or food preparation, including a 
den, library, sewing room or enclosed sunroom. 

"MAINTENANCE" means the preservation and keeping 
in repair of a property.

"OCCUPANT", means any person or persons over the 
age of eighteen years in possession of the property

"SEWAGE", means any liquid waste containing human, 
animal, vegetable or mineral matter in suspension 
or solution but does not include roof water or 
other storm runoff. 

"SEWAGE SYSTEM", means the principal sanitary 
sewage system or private sewage disposal system 
approved by the Ministry of Environment. 



'STANDARDS'

"YARD", means a space appurtenant to a building, 
structure or excavation, located on the same lot 
as the building, structure or excavation, and 
which space is open, uncovered and unoccupied from 
the ground to the sky except for such accessory 
buildings, structures or uses as are specifically 
permitted elsewhere in the By-law.

Property shall be kept in a safe, clean and secure 
condition after the effects of a fire or natural 
disaster, and where necessary, the buildings shall 
be demolished and levelled or boarded up so as to 
eliminate any of the above conditions. 

Heavy undergrowth and noxious plants, such as 
ragweed, poison oak, poison ivy, and poison sumach 
and grass over eight inches in height shall be 
eliminated from the yard. 

Any vehicle including a trailer, boat, tractor or 
other machinery or part thereof, which is in a 
wrecked, discarded condition or is not licensed by 
the Ministry of Transportation of Ontario shall not 
be parked, stored, or left in a yard, unless it is 
necessary for the operation of a business 
enterprise lawfully situated on the property.

Where any excavation on any property exceeds a 
depth of 1 metre and constitutes a health or 
accident hazard, a fence or barrier shall be 
erected and maintained completely around such 
excavation to a height of at least 1.2 metres 
above the grade level at the edge of such 
excavation. 

All reasonable means shall be employed to prevent 
the erosion of soil in the residential yard. 

All property shall be kept free of rodents, vermin 
and insects at all times and methods used for 
exterminating rodents, insects or vermin shall be 
in accordance with the provisions of The 
Environmental Protection Act, as amended, and all 
regulations passed pursuant thereof. 

Sewage and Drainage 

Sewage of any kind shall not be discharged onto 
the surface of the ground. Sewage or organic 
waste shall be discharged into a sewage system 
where such a system exists. Where a sewage system 
does not exist, sewage or organic waste shall be 
disposed of in a manner acceptable to the Ministry 
of Environment or the local Health Unit having 
jurisdiction. 

All practival means shall be employed so that 
storm water shall be drained from the dwelling 
so as to prevent excessive ponding and so as not 
to create a health hazard or permit the entrance 
of water into a basement or cellar. 

Sewage of any kind shall not be discharged onto 
the surface of the ground, whether into a natural 
or artificial surface drainage system or otherwise 

No roof drainage shall be discharged on sidewalks, 
stairs or neighbouring property. 

Where any pond or collection of water or other 
liquid exists in any yard and constitutes a health 
or accident hazard, a fence or barrier shall be 
erected and maintained completely around such pond 
or collection of water or other liquid to a height 
of at least 1.2 metres above the grade level at 
the edge of such pond or collection of water or 
other liquid.

3.3 Passageways 

3.3.1 Steps, walks, driveways, parking spaces, and 

similar areas of a yard shall be maintained so 

as not to create a health, fire or accident hazard. 

3.4 Accessory Buildings and Fences 

3.4.1 All accessory buildings, including a fence, shall 
be kept in good repair and free from health, fire 
and accident hazards. 

3.4.2 Where an accessory building or any condition in a 
yard may harbour noxious insects or rodents, all 
necessary steps shall be taken to eliminate the 
insects or rodents.

4.2.1 The foundation walls and basement, cellar or crawl

Thermal Insulation 

Thermal insulation of buildings to minimize heat 
losses shall be done in accordance with the 
provisions of the Ontario Building Code where 
necessary and practical. 

Exterior Walls 

The exterior walls and their components of a 
building shall be maintained so as to prevent 
their deterioration due to weather and insects 
and shall be so maintained by the painting, 
restoring or repairing of the walls, coping or 
flashing, by the waterproofing of joints and of 
the walls themselves, by the installing or 
repairing of termite shields and by the treating 
of the soil with appropriate pesticides. 

Roofs 

A roof including the fascia board, soffit, cornice 
and flashing shall be maintained in a watertight 
condition so as to prevent the leakage of water 
into the building.

Doors and windows shall be of such a construction 
as to prevent drafts and minimize heat losses 
through infiltration or outside cold air in cold 
weather seasons. 

Stairs and Porches 



Inside or outside stairs and porches shall be 
maintained so as to be free of holes, cracks and 
other defects which may constitute possible 
accident hazards and all treads or risers that 
show excessive wear or are broken, warped or loose 
and all supporting structural members that are 
rotted or deteriorated shall be repaired or 
replaced. 

Egress 



A secondary means of egress from the building shal], 
be provided and maintained for every dwelling unit 
located on each floor above the first floor and 
for two or more dwelling units located in the 
basement, so as to provide a safe and convenient 
means of egress in case of an emergency. 

Every dwelling unit shall be provided by the 
occupant with a product-of-combustion (smoke) 
detector maintained in operating condition.

4.9.3 Two means of egress shall be provided for every 

floor area where, in the opinion of the Fire Chief, 
the existing exits are inadequate for the safety 
of the occupants. 

4. 10 Walls and Ceilings 

4.10.1 Every wall and ceiling finish shall be maintained 
in a clean condition and free from holes, loose 
coverings or other defects which would permit flame 
or excessive heat to enter the concealed space. 

4.10.2 Where fire resistant walls and ceilings exist 
between separate dwelling units, they shall be 
maintained in a condition which maintains their 
fire resistance rating in accordance The Building 
Code Act. 

4.11 Floors 

4.11.1 Every floor shall be reasonable smooth and level 
and be maintained so as to be free of all loose, 
warped, protruding, broken or rotted boards or 
material that might cause an accident, and all 
defective floor boards or materials shall be 
repaired. 

4. 12 Cleanliness 

4.12.1 Every floor, wall, ceiling and fixture in a 
building shall be maintained in a clean and 
sanitary condition, and the building shall be 
kept free from rubbish, debris or conditions which 
constitute a fire, accident or health hazard. 

4.13 Water 

4.13.1 Every dwelling, dwelling unit, commercial or 
industrial building shall be provided with an 
adequate supply of potable running water from a 
source approved by the Medical Officer of Health. 
Every sink, washbasin, bathtub or shower required 
by this by-law shall have an adequate supply of 
hot and cold running water. Adequate running water 
shall be supplied to every toilet. 

4. 14 Plumbing System 

4.14.1 The plumbing system in every building shall be 
maintained in good working order and free from 
leaks and defects. All water pipes and appurten- 
ances thereto shall be protected from freezing. 
All plumbing fixtures shall be connected to the 
sewage system through water seal traps and adequate] 
vents .

Kitchens 

Every self-contained dwelling unit shall contain a 
kitchen area equipped with a sink, served with hot 
and cold water where available, storage facilities, 
a counter top work area and space for a stove and 
refrigerator. 

Every kitchen shall have provided an adequate and 
approved gas or electric or other fuel supply for 
cooking purposes. 

There shall be at least 30 inches clear space 
above any exposed cooking surface. 

Heating Systems 

Every dwelling shall be provided with suitable 
heating facilities capable of maintaining an 
indoor temperature of 20 degrees Celcius for all 
dwelling units contained therein.

Where buildings contain two or more dwelling units, 
fuel fire heating appliances shall be located 
safely enclosed or separated from the remainder of 
the building in conformity with The Ontario 
Building Code. 

Heating or Cooking Apparatus 

Subject to Subsection 4.18.4, any heating or 
cooking apparatus or equipment used in the process 
of burning fuel or combustible materials shall be 
properly vented to the outside air by means of a 
smokepipe, vent or similar adequate chimney. 

Such heating or cooking apparatus or cooking 
equipment shall be properly connected to the 
chimney or flue by a permanently sealed connection. 

All connections between gaseous and liquid fuel 
burning applicances and equipment shall be 
maintained in good repair. 

All gaseous and liquid fuel burning appliances and 
equipment shall comply with the relevant provincia 
and/or municipal regulations.

Every chimney, smoke pipe, flue or gas vent shall 
be kept clear of obstruction; all open joints shall 
be sealed, and all broken and loose masonry shall 
be repaired.

15 centimetres above the adjoining finished grade 
with an unobstructed light transmitting area of not 
less than 10 percent of the floor area of such 
rooms. The glass area of a sash door may be 
considered as a portion of the required window area. 

Whenever walls or other portions of structures are 
located on the outside less than one metre from a 
window, such window shall not be deemed to face 
directly to the outside and shall not be included 
as contributing to the required minimum window area 
of the room. 

All common halls and stairs shall be adequately 
lighted at all times by the owner. 

Ventilation 

Where practical and reasonable, every habitable 
room shall have an opening or openings for natural 
ventilation and such openings shall have a minimum 
aggregate unobstructed free flow area of three 
square feet. 

An opening for natural ventilation may be omitted 
from a kitchen, living room or living-dining room 
if mechanical ventilation is provided which changes 
the air once each hour. 

Every bathroom or toilet room shall be maintained 
with an opening or openings for natural ventilation 
or a system of mechanical ventilation.

Occupancy Standards 

No person shall use, or permit the use of a 
non-habitable room in a building for a habitable 
room purpose. 

The maximum number of occupants in a dwelling unit 
shall not exceed one person per 100 square feet of 
habitable room floor area; any child under one year 
of age shall not be counted when computing the 
number of occupants; any child over one year, but 
less than twelve years shall be deemed one-half 
person in computation of the number of occupants. 

The floor area under a ceiling which is less than 7 
feet high shall not be counted for the purpose of 
computing habitable room space. 

Every room used for sleeping purposes in a dwelling 
or dwelling unit shall provide a minimum width of 6 
feet and 600 cubic feet of air space for each 
occupant; the corresponding floor area should not 
be less than 60 square feet for the first occupant 
and less than 40 square feet for each additional 
occupant . 

VACANT LANDS 

Vacant lands shall be kept free from rubbish or 
debris and objects or conditions that may create a 
health, fire or accident hazard. 

All vacant lands upon which development has 
commenced shall be graded to ensure there is no 
ponding of water except that which is included in 
the approved engineering drawings ("ie M retention 
pond). Further, all excavations shall be fenced 
or filled if the work is abandoned for more than 
21 days. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE OCCUPANT 

The occupant of a property shall, insofar as that 
part of the property which he occupies and controls, 
comply with all standards prescribed in this by-law 
and shall: 

maintain that part of the premises which he occupies 
or controls in a sanitary and safe condition; 

the exits from his dwelling unit shall be kept clear 
and unencumbered; 

the yards shall be maintained in a sanitary and safe 
condition and free from infestation insofar as said 
occupant occupies or controls said yards and any 
parts thereof. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE OWNER 

The owner of the property shall: 

comply with all standards prescribed in this by-law;

Section 8 NOTICES AND ORDER OF PROPERTY STANDARDS OFFICER 

8.1 The Property Standards Officer shall serve or cause 
to be served notices of violation of this by-law in 
accordance with the provisions of The Planning Act 
in effect from time to time, and any person served 
with such notice shall have 14 days to appear 
before the Property Standards Officer and make 
representation as provided in the said Act. 

8.2 The Property Standards Officer may, 15 days after 
service of the notice as provided in Section 8.1 
herein, make an offer or orders as provided in The 
Planning Act. 

8.3 Subject to any right of appeal as described in The 
Planning Act, any order issued by a Property 
Standards Officer shall be deemed to have been 
confirmed if no such appeal is undertaken within 14 
days of service of the order which shall then be 
final and binding upon the owner and occupant who 
shall make repair or effect the demolition within 
the time and in the manner specified within the 
order. 

8.4 An owner who fails to comply with an order that is 
final and binding under Section 8.3 herein is 
guilty of an offence and on conviction is liable 
to a fine of not more than $500.00 for each day 
that the contravention has continued. 

Section 9 ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 

9.1 This by-law shall apply to all lands within the 
limits of the Corporation of the Township of 
Bland ford- Blenheim. 

9.2 The Property Standards Committee of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim shall be composed of three 
persons from the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
appointed by the Council of the Corporation. 

The terms of office for the members of the 
Committee shall be for three years with one term 
expiring annually so that the first appointments 
shall be for one, two, and three years.

9.4 Should any section, clause or provision of this 
by-law be held by a court of competent jurisdiction 
to be invalid, the invalidity of the remainder of 
the by-law shall not be affected.

FENNELL STREET SEVERANCES (PLATTSVILLE) 

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

THIS AGREEMENT made on the 1st day of September, 1992 

BETWEEN: 

BLAZE DEVELOPMENTS INC. 

Hereinafter called the "Owner" 
OF THE FIRST PART; 

AND: 

THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

Hereinafter called the "Township" 
OF THE SECOND PART. 



WHEREAS the Owner represents that it is the registered owner of 
those lands and premises in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 

described in Schedule "A" attached hereto and hereafter called the 
Said Lands; 

AND WHEREAS the Owner is desirous of developing and selling three 
lots for residential purposes on the said lands, hereafter called 
the affected lots; 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee 
(Application Numbers B-46/92 and B-47/92) has granted the 
severances subject to conditions being fulfilled to the Township's 
satisfaction as per their decision dated July 2.

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements with 
an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in 
accordance with Section 53 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof is 
acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise and 
agree with each other as follows: 

1. The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction 
of all structures and services in accordance with the approved 
site development plan required by, and in accordance with the 
sections of, this agreement. The approved site development 
plan shall be prepared by the Township Engineer and shall be 
hereinafter called the approved plan. 

2. The Owner agrees to provide, and/or to provide for, drainage 
works for the affected lots as follows: 

a) The Owner agrees to grade the lots as shown on the 
approved plan. 

b) The Owner agrees to grade the Township Road boulevards, 
namely Fennell and Young Street as shown on the approved 
plan. 
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c) The Owner agrees to construct extensions to the Plattsville 
Drainage Works as shown on the approved plan. The 
extensions shall consist of an offset catchbasin and a new 
private drain connection to serve the northerly two lots. 

d) The Owner agrees to petition to have the extensions to the 
Plattsville Drainage Works, as constructed by the owner, 
brought into the scheme by means of a Drainage Engineer's 
report pursuant to Section 4 of the Drainage Act and to pay 
the costs associated thereof. 

e) The Owner agrees to advise each purchaser of the three lots 
that they will be responsible to pay the costs of any 
assessment made to them in a drainage report pursuant to 
the Drainage Act. 

f) The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $253.62 for each lot, a 
total of $760.86 as outlined on Page 8 of the Engineer' s 
Report which sum shall go into the Plattsville Drain 1991 
maintenance fund.

g) The Owner agrees that all roof and driveway drainage shall 
be directed to the east to Fennell Street. 

3. The Owner agrees to provide for construction on each lot and to 
provide for lot grading and drainage as per the approved plan 
and to advise the lot purchasers of their obligations in 
implementing the approved plan. 

4. The Owner agrees that the minimum ground floor area for a one 
story building shall be 93 square metres and the minimum ground 
floor area shall be 65 square metres for a building with one and 
a half stories or more provided the gross floor area is not less 
than 93 square metres. 

5 . The Owner agrees to construct a granular driveway from the 
travelled portion of the road, as existing, to the front line of 
each lot using 150mm of Granular B and 150mm of Granular A. The 
Owner further agrees to ensure that each lot purchaser will 
provide a hard surfacing material, either asphalt, concrete or 
paving blocks on the granular driveway in accordance with good 
construction practices. The hard surfacing is not to be 
constructed until lot grading and house construction is 
completed and the driveway is to be left in a granular surface 
until that time. 

6. The Owner agrees that water supply shall be from the existing 
main on Fennell Street. The Owner agrees to connect to the 
existing services from this main where such exist in an 
appropriate location. If any existing service lead is not 
appropriate, the Owner shall construct a new 20mm diameter Type 
K copper service complete with main and curb stop and to the 
satisfaction of the Township. Where the existing service is in 
an appropriate location but requires any fittings or stops as 
required by the Township, such shall be installed. 

7. The Owner agrees that sanitary sewage disposal shall be into the 
existing sanitary sewer services that exist on Fennell Street 
where such are in an appropriate location. If any existing 
service is not in an appropriate location, the Owner shall 
construct a new 125mm diameter PVC SDR 35 sanitary service lead 
complete with main saddle and all required fittings and to the 
satisfaction of the Township. 

8. Prior to backfilling any house connections to water or sanitary 
sewer services the Owner shall ensure that the connection is 
inspected and referenced to fixed points by the Township. 

9. Upon completion of all work in the road allowances, the affected 
boulevard areas shall be regraded, topsoiled and sodded. 
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10. The Owner agrees that all services required on the road allowances 
will be provided as per the approved plan and prior to the 

issuance of any building permits. 

11. All work on each lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan 
and in accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each 
property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. 

12 . The Township reserves the right to waive or rescind any term or 
condition contained in this agreement provided that such condition 
is waived or rescinded by resolution of Council. 

13. The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of 
their obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved 
plan will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall provide 
that driveways and service connections and houses shall generally 
be in the same locations as shown on the overall site development 
plan. The site plans shall show top of foundation wall 
elevations. The site plans shall be prepared by someone 
customarily involved and experienced in such work. Each site plan 
shall be prepared or approved by the TownBhip Engineer prior to 
the issuance of a building permit. A building permit format shall 
be used whereby the Owner shall not receive permission to frame 
until the foundation has been certified. The Owner shall have the 
completed foundation reviewed and certified by an Ontario Land 
Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall show such 
certification to the Township. Once building construction and lot 
grading is complete on the lot, including a driveway, the Owner or 
lot purchaser shall have the Township Engineer review the site and 
issue a lot grading certificate. To ensure that the lot purchaser 
constructs acceptable lot grading and driveway, the Township will 
require a security of $2,500, cash or certified cheque, prior to 
issuance of a building permit. This deposit shall be returned, 
without interest and less the costs of the Township Engineer's 
involvement with site plans and site review, any foundation 
certification works, upon the Township Engineer's certification of 
lot grading and driveway construction and shall only be returned 
if any damages to existing services such as the Township Roads are 
attended to. If there is any default in attending to repair of 
damages, to construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards 
or to lot grading, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use 
any part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. Based on a 
one time review of the site plan, a one time review of the 
Foundation Certificate and a one time review of lot grading and 
driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township Engineer will be 
$250.00. If the Township Engineer prepares the site plan and does 
the survey work for the foundation elevation checking, an 
additional cost of $250 per lot will be involved. The scheduling 
of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as follows: 
Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of acceptable 
lot grading and acceptable driveway construction exclusive of the 
hard surfacing and subject to any damages to that point being 
repaired and less the Engineer ' s initial costs . Secondly the 
balance, $1,000, is to be released upon completion of the driveway 
and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and subject to repairs 
being made and less the final Engineer's costs as described in 
this paragraph. 

14. The Owner agrees to pay to the Township the sum of Fourteen 
Hundred and Four Dollars ($1,404.00) which sum is used in the 
repair and maintenance of sidewalks in the Municipality. The said 
funds shall be placed in the Township' s Reserve for Sidewalks 
Account. The sum was calculated as follows: 60 metres length, 
times 1.2 metres width x $39.00 per square metre times 50% (1 side 
only policy) . This sum shall be payable in a minimum of two 
installments, each installment being due prior to the Township's 
approval of the issuance of a deed for each of the two severed 
lots being created. 
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15. The Owner agrees to insure that for the two (2) severed lots, a 
sum of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) per lot as a deposit for cash 
in lieu of parklands is paid for placement into the reserve funds 
of the TownBhip for parkland purposes. 

16. The Owner agrees to advise each lot purchaser of their obligation 
to pay the Township the following Development Charges: 
Administration $350.00 

Parks and Recreation 500.00 

Roads 400.00 

The Development Charges are payable prior to the issuance of a 

building permit in accordance with the Township' s Development 

Charges By-law. 

17. The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

18. It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have 
been complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, 
the Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of 
Compliance certifying compliance with this Agreement to the time 
of the Certificate. 

19. The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the land and 
shall be binding upon them and upon their heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they 
relate to work on the applicable lot and with respect to 
finishing of driveways and boulevards. 

20. The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim for all Engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement, if in excess of any deposit, such payment to be 
made within 30 days of the delivery of demand from the Township 
to the Owner. The cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not 
include any costs payable by any lot purchaser under Paragraph 13 
hereof. All accounts of the Township, at the time, shall be paid 
prior to the execution of the agreement. At the time of the 
execution of the agreement, the Owner agrees to pay the Township 
a further sum to ensure that a minimum deposit of $1000 exists 
with the Township after paying costs to date. 

21. The Township Engineer shall inspect the installation and 
construction of the works from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plan or in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the 
Owner and Township. The Township may deem that the work is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require 
that another Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and 
the costs involved shall be paid by the Owner forthwith upon 
demand by the Township. 

22. In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner for breach of this Agreement, the Township, at 
its option and after first notifying the Owner, may in the event 
of such breach: 

a) Complete any work required to be constructed by the Owner in 
respect of which there has been default and collect the cost 
of doing so from the Owner;

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the 
right to add the cost of performing such services to the 
Municipal Tax Roll herein. 

23. The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as 
an estoppel against the Owners in any such proceedings.

Employee Liability: Indemnity and Protection Policy 

Township personnel and elected officials are increasingly facing 
risks of public accountability and judicial review both personally 
and as Township administrators. This is the result of the steady 
growth of consumer protection style legislation, the increase in 
civil/personal rights legislation, government regulation at all 
levels, and the eagerness of society to sue everyone in sight. 

Therefore, the Council of the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim deems 
it adviseable that the Township adopt a policy to provide legal 
protection for elected officials and employees, and that the 
Township shall accept the risks which result from the discharge 
of duties by Councillors and employees. 

Elected officials and employees, by reason of their duties, are 
exposed to a variety of legal actions which include: 

1. personal liability under Provincial statutes and regulations, 
including the Highway Traffic Act, the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act, the Ontario Water Resources Act, the 
Environmental Protection Act, the Municipal Conflict of 
Interest Act, and the Municipal Freedom of Information and 
Protection of Privacy Act. 

2. personal liability for negligent mis-statement, which is the 
making of inaccurate representations or giving faulty advice 
in such matters as compliance Municipal by-laws or Provincial 
regulations . 

3. professional negligence liability for representations made 
and opinions expressed in one's capacity as a licensed 
professional (engineers, nurses, accountants, lawyers, 
doctors) . 

4. personal liability for civil and criminal contempt of court 
arising from alleged non-compliance or interference with the 
orders of courts or administrative tribunals. 

5. ordinary negligence liability arising from inadequate 
execution of Municipal undertakings. 

6. personal liability arising from actions to compel the 
Township to exercise its powers to comply with its 
statutory duties. 

Legal protection guarantees must apply in three areas: 

liability insurance provided by an insurance company and 
paid for by the Township; 

non-insured civil liability, and 

criminal and quasi-criminal liability 

Insurable Liability 

Insurance protection is available for both the Township and 
individuals in the following areas: 

1. general municipal liability for bodily injury (physical 
harm), personal injury (harm caused by false arrest, 
defamation, malicious prosecution, and similar wrongs) and 
property damage;

2. malpractice liability for bodily injury, sickness, disease or 
death arising from negligence in the administration of 
professional services ; 

3. errors and omissions civil liability arising from errors, 
mis-statements, misleading acts, omissions, neglect or breach 
of duty; and 

4. motor vehicle liability for bodily injury, death or property 
damage for vehicles owned by individuals but operated on 
behalf of the Township. 

5. liability for bodily injury, death or property damage arising 
out of the operation of motor vehicles owned or leased by the 
Township. 

The policies operate as though they were individually issued for 
each party to a civil lawsuit. The insurance policies offer no 
protection for quasi-criminal or criminal liability which may 
arise out of the same facts which give rise to a claim for civil 
damages. 

Conflicts 



In civil proceedings against the Township, employees are often 
personally named as co-defendants to ensure that a plaintiff will 
still have some relief if the Township successfully argues that the 
actions of its employee were beyond the scope of the employee's 
authority and duties and therefore not the legal responsibility 
of the Township. 

In civil proceedings, acts of elected officials or employees which 
cause harm to others and are foreseeable risks in the operation of 
a municipality will be recoverable from both the municipality and 
the individual involved. The person suffering the harm is entitled 
to decide which party will be pursued for payment of the damages 
suffered. This means in almost every case the Township will be 
looked to for compensation. 

The Township is entitled to look to the employee or Councillor to 
share the costs of liability. Although this is rarely ever done, 
the employee or Councillor has no guarantee that the Township will 
not puruse them for damages and costs. 

An employee has no guarantee that their employment will not be 
discontinued by the Township if an adverse outcome of an action 
occurs. Employees whose professional designation may be 
compromised by an adverse outcome of a lawsuit or prosecution may 
be unable to continue in the employ of the Township if the 
professional designation is a condition of employment. 

In all situations it is desirable that the Township and its 
employees or Councillors be equally protected. 

The following is the legal protection policy for elected officials 
and employees of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim: 

1. The Township shall provide to all elected officials and 

employees a Township-sponsored indemnity and defence for civil 
damages and awards of costs in any situation for events 
arising out of the scope of the person's authority or within 
the course of the person's employment or office.

The Township shall provide to all elected officials and 
employees a Township-sponsored indemnity and defence for 
criminal or quasi-criminal liability for events arising out 
of the scope of the person's authority or within the course 
of the person's employment or office, in the event a charge 
is laid or an investigation is commenced or anticipated. 

3. Legal protection and indemnity will not be provided in the 
case of an elected official or employee who willingly and 
knowingly commits an offence under the Criminal Code, 
Narcotics Control Act or Food and Drug Act. 

Where a civil claim is brought against both the Township and 
an individual employee or Councillor, the Township will arrange 
for one solicitor to represent all defendants, unless a 
conflict of interest is apparent, in which case separate 
legal representation will be provided at Township expense. 

5. The Council of the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim shall 
arrange to provide all necessary legal services, investigations 
and defences as required. 

6. The provision of the legal indemnity and defence by the 
Township is conditional upon the elected official or employee 
doing no act which might prejudice the proper defence by the 
Township of a claim against it. 

7. This policy shall apply to all members of Township Council 
and all employees, appointees and agents of the Township.

The purpose of By-Law Number "55-92 j s to rez0 ne property 
located in Part Lot 17, Concession 13 (Blenheim), Village of 
Plattsvllle, in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim from 
Restricted Agricultural (A1) to Residential Type 1 (R1), 
Residential Type 2 (R2), Residential Type 3 (R3), Open Space 
(OS) and Special Institutional (I-3). The purpose of the 
zone change is to permit the development of a subdivision 
having 68 single-family lots. 8 semi-detached lots (16 
units), a multiple residential block for 6 townhouse units, 
a park block, two storm water management blocks and an 
Institutional block for a church and church related 
activities.
